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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

2. The rejection of Claims 1, 10, 11 and 15-31 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either Hansenne or Allard et al. in view of Hiiglin et al. (EP 0 775 698 = 
US 5,955,060) is maintained for the reasons of the record. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 4/28/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the Applicant's showing of unexpected results on pp. 7-9 of the 
Remarks filed 1/28/04, the results have been considered but they are not persuasive. The data 
obtained by the Applicant is confusing. The instant claims recite "SPF-maintaining and water 
remanence enhancing amount of combinatory immixture", but the results demonstrate that the 
SPF water resistance of the claimed compositions is much less than that of the Allard's 
compositions D and E (38% v. 53% and 58%). Further, the showing is not commensurate in 
scope with the claims for the following reasons: the instant claims are broader that the showing 
of unexpected results which is limited to the specific amounts and proportions of the 
sunscreens contained in specific formulation (i.e. carrier of Example 2).
